N ew Y o rk , July 14th.— The Herald's Al­ 
exandria's Bpecial Bays : Colonel Long, the 
African explorer, now acting aa American 
Consul at Alexandria, aud a party of men, 
entered the city yesterday afternoon. He 
was followed by a battery of Gatlinga, which 
engaged the rear fcuard of the army of Arabi 
Pasha, who had fled. 
The massacre of the 11th of June was fear­ 
fully avenged upon the Arab batteries by the 
Inflexiblfc’a SO ton gun*. Fifteen hundred 
Aarba are dead and 2,000 wounded. 
Stone Pasha casta his fortunes with the 
Khedive. 
The soldiery attempted to kill Tewtik 
Pasha, who, surrounded by some faithful 
friends, reached Kamlth in safety. At this 
hour he and D rvisch are being taken aboard 
an abandoned Egyptian man-of-war. escorted 
by English officers and the Egyptian faithful. 
When Colontl Long entered, the Prefect of 
Police was very much frightened, and sought 
his protection. Long saved him from the 
fury of the English soldiers, who were mad- 
deued at ihe recollection of the massacres of 
June Jlth. 
There has been great loss of property. A’- 
most the entire European quarter of the town 
is destroyed. The English, American, French, 
Italian and Austrian Consulates are burned. 
Arabi will probably fly to upper Egypt. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT.

N ew Y o rk , Juk 14th.—An Alexandria 
special say* : C'.L Long and party entered 
the town yesterday mornicg. 
They were 
told the town w’as in the hands of the Bedou­ 
ins, snd that the European quarters had been 
fired. They procceied up the harbor to the 
palace, and found the whole central and Eu­ 
ropean quarter of the city in fl *mes. One 
wing of the palace was badly damaged by 
shells, and the neighboring buildings in the 
Arab quarter badly injured, but not altogether 
burned down. All the European streets leading 
from the Grand Square are burning. It i¿ 
estimated that the bre covered a mile in area. 
The Bedouins entered the city the night pre­ 
vious, sacked it and set it on fire. The na­ 
tives were nowhere to be seen, and wa were 
told they had fl-d toward the canal. 
Egyp- 
tiar soldiers are in consid. rabie force iu the 
neighborhood of Mohurrau Bey and the outer 
part of the city and suburbs. Tne soldiers in 
tbeir retreat did nothing to check the confla­ 
gration. The sacking was left to the Bedou­ 
ins to do what they pleased. 
ADMIRAL 3EY1IOUR CRITICISED. 
N ew Y ork, July 14 h.—The newspapers 
here criticiee Admiral Seymour for allowing 
Arabi Pasha to esc ipe, declaring that there 
should have bean a force to land immediately 
on the presentation of th6 fl »g of truce, to 
prevent pillage and to cut off Arabi. 
REPORT FROM THE ADMIRAL. 
L o n d o n , July 14th.—Admiral Seymour 
telegraphs: I have occupied Raa el-tin Pal­ 
ace with marines and spiked the guas in oix 
batteries opposite. The city is still burning, 
but I am clearing the streets. The Khedive 
is gqfe in the Palace, which is garrisoned by 
1,000 marines. 
DISPERSING THE PLUNDERERS. 
O ff A le x a n d ria , July 14th—4 a. m —The 
fire ii Alexaudm is still ragiug. At least 
two miles of bouses are burning. More than 
on a-third of the city appeals to be on fire. 
A party of blue jackets landed at Fort 
Gabarrie aüd spiked nineteen guns in posi­ 
tion this morci: g. The Monarch fired at and 
soon destroyed another battery. 
9:30 a it.—An explosion occasionally oc­ 
curs in the city. 
A proclamation íq Arabic is preparing in 
the Khedive’s name, calling on the people to 
maintain order, and on the troops to disband. 
The Khedive, with Dsrviscb Pasha and some 
of the Minis'.era anil the Khedive’s harem, 
have arriwd aboard a vessel in the harbor. 
About 500 loyal troops follow the Khedive. 
It is stated that Arabi Pu»ha has only 
4.0(H) very much disorganized troops. 
Two hundred marines have been ordered to 
march through the town and shoot all per­ 
sons rioting. 
10 a y —Artillery h a v a b e e n a ss ig n e d to 
Fort Napoleon, commanding th e town. 
Fort Marabout to-day hoisted the Egyptian 
colors, but lowered them again on the British 
squadron assembling around it.

Tee number of person* massacred by the 
mob is estimated at 2,000. 
O ff A le x a n d ria , July 14th.—The firing 
heara iu Alexandria yesterday was the ma­ 
rines aud soldiers, who were dispersing the 
plunderers with Gatling guns. A small de­ 
tachment first lauded, and hud to wait for 
reinforcements before they were able to pnsh 
to the center of the tiwn. . There was 
some short, sharp figlitiug. No’water could 
be obtained, owing to the stoppage of the 
works. 
THE REFUOEES. 
There are some French ladies among the 
fugitive.* rescued yesterday ; also the Egypt­ 
ian Prefect of Police, who is said to have 
been the instigator of the massacre in Alex­ 
andria on the 11th of June There are not 
enough sailors aud marines to occupy all the 
streets of the city. 
Some field pieces were landed with the ma­ 
rines at the Kas el tin tort. 
The Khedive’s R\s el-tiu Palace was looted 
shortly before the marines arrived. 
ARAB BATTALION BLOWN UP. 
A whole battalion of Arabs were blown up 
in a fort during the bombardment. 
General Sir Garnet Wolseley h expected at 
Port Said Sunday. If Arabi l’atha makes a 
stand at Rosetta or Damantour, Sir Garnet 
will have to proceed to Alexandria. 
The marines who spiked the guns of the 
forts found fifteen Armstrongs of the newest 
pattern, bmbo of them disabled. Beneath one 
of them were peven dead bodies of Arabs. 
MARINES ON GUARD 
One hundred and fifty marines hold the 
arsenal gate. At ths Custom house gate 
there are 190 marines, with a Gatling gun, 
who will remain all night. The marinea have 
killed many lootere. 
A crowd with a green flig passed down the 
principal streets in the Arab quarter, shout­ 
ing.The Governor tells the people not to leav*, 
but btiog panic-stricken they pay no heed to 
him.It is reported that six persons were massa­ 
cred at the French Consulate. 
The Khedive will embark from Ras-el-tin 
Palace on board a Turkish ship. 
Rear Admiral Hoskins tr^inferr-rd his fDg 
to the Penelope, and has sailed for Port Said. 
Twenty armed Europeans who escaped the 
general masacre were told by a Paaha whom 
th*-y met ou their way through the town that 
the Egyptians killed cumbered over 600. 
The English and French Consulates were 
burned to the ground. 
THE CANAL ALL RIGHT. 
The gunboat Iri* ha« a’•rived at Port Said, 
and lies with one broadside bearing on the 
town and the other upon an Egyptian cor­ 
vette commanded by one of Arabi Pasha’s 
officers. 
There are 423 British subject*, 500 Egyp­ 
tian soldierB aud 200 police at Port Said. 
The rep'-rt that the steamer Glenlyon, 
from Chin with a cargo cf tea*, is ashore in 
the Suez Canal, and being lof.ted, i* entirely 
unfounded. No sun* are yet apparent of 
acy attempt to block the canal. Entrance 
thereto, however, hag been prohibited. 
Arabi Fa*ha fled from Alexandria in a boat 
by the canal, but i: is not known whether hh 
troop* ere dispersing. 
At 3 o’clock this evening a detachment of 
marines marched through the town. Some 
pluaderers caught in flagrante delicti were 
summarily shot. 
THE TOWN TOTALLY BURNED. 
4 p. 11.—The town is totally burned. The 
houses from the grp.nd square to the Custom­ 
house have been plundered. In the tqiare 
itoelf and other wealthy Europ^in qu . ,_r-. 


there is hardly a building not ruined or still 
burning. The C mrfc-house of the Interna­ 
tional Tribunal has so far escaped. The 
Aüglo-Egyptian B*uk is also preserved. The 
streets are strewed with empty clock and 
jewel ca-e8, and eimilar debris. But very few 
bodies have been found. Two-thirds uf the 
troops deserted during the bombardment. 
THE KHEDIVE PURCHASES HIS LIFE. 
After the Khedive’s palace had been sur­ 
rounded, a party of soldiers entered hi* apart­ 
ment and declared that they had orders to 
kill him and burn the palace. After long 
parleyirg their loyalty was bought by the 
promises of money. They then escorted the 
Khedive to the British forces at Ras-el-tin. 
His guard was not allowed to enter the palace 
there with him. All the Ministers except 
Arabi Pasha presented themselves at the 
Ras-el-tin Palace at 5 o’clock. 
ENGLAND PREPARED TO “ PUSH THINGS.” 
L on d on, July 14th.—The Times this morn­ 
ing says : ^ By this last outrage Arabi Pa*ha 
has put himself outside the pale of humanity. 
He must be followed and his army dispersed. 
It is satisfactorily known that the British 
preparation is complete, and that we are 
ready to carry out the will of Europe. If no 
other nation be found to do the work, should 
the Porte still hold back. Lord DufDrin will 
state in the Conference that England is pre­ 
pared to undertake the task, but will welcome 
the co-operation of every other Government. 
THE SOVEREIGN RIGHTS OF THE SULTAN. 
C o n sta n tin o p le, July 14th. — Moraros 
Pasha, Turkish Embassador at London, has 
telegraphed the Porte that E*rl Granville has 
informed him that England is compelled t* 
proceed vigorously against the Egyptian 
rebel?, but that the sovereign rights of the 
Sultan will be in no way prejudiced thereby.

Tbe Penelope 
has sailed for Ismailia. The fire continues 
with unabated fury. 
L on d on , July 14th.—A corre?pon lent of 
the Times says: I went ashore to-day. All 
evidences prove the truth of the report that 
the Egyptian guns were directed by French 
and Italian artillerists. 
ARABS CARRYING 
WHITE 
FLAGS — ARABI 
PASHA’S BRUTALITY. 
A le x a n d ria , July 14:h.—All the Arabs 
are carrying white handkerchiefs on sticks, 
and showirg a great anxiety to be friendly. 
I found General Stone with the Khedive. 
The General confirmed the report that Arabi 
Pasha had ordered the murder of the Khe­ 
dive. and added that Arabi had ordered the 
sacking of the town before quitting it. 
Two Arab sold ers have been seizad with 
plunder and beaten for pillaging. Several 
Arab* have been arrested with a large quan­ 
tity of loot in their possession. 
The Americans landed sixty marines, u ider 
command of Captain Cochrane. 
There are still some Egyptian police on 
duty helping to maintain order.

PROBABILITY 
OF THE 
PL4CERVILLE 
BO AD BEING OPERATED. 
(San Francisco Coll, July 14th.J 
The case of Louis Me Lane vs. the Placer- 
ville and Sacramento Valley Railroad Com­ 
pany was considered yesterday morning by 
Judge Hunt. The action was commenced 
in the Fifteenth District Court in 1877, to 
recover $‘2(3,000 on bonds issued by the 
company. 
Judge Hunt intimated that recently he 
had made an order rendering judgment in 
favor of the plaintiff. 
Mr. Barnes, who represented the com­ 
pany, said that the complainant wants to 
be put in possession of the property. On 
a decree being entered the question would 
seem to Vie whether the present receiver 
should be retained or a new one appointed. 
Judge Hunt inquired whether counsel 
could not agree upon the form of a decree. 
Mr. Barnes declared that they could not. 
The company wanted the Supreme Court 
to determine the validity of the first mort­ 
gage bonds. If the Court held that the 
bonds were valid, then Mr. Kittle could be 
paid at once. Trouble had arisen on ac­ 
count of appointing a receiver who could 
not operate the road. 
Judge Hunt failed to see why counsel 
could not agree. On a former occasion he 
had suggested that the company give a 
bond. 
Mr. Cadwalader, who represented the 
bondholders, said that his clients had their 
bonds and wanted them paid. They would 
also like to see the road in operation. His 
clients would like to have the property 
placed in the hands of the original trustee. 
Judge Iluut said he had allowed the road 
to be-in the hands of a Receiver for a year, 
and no benefit had resulted to the bond­ 
holders. “ Supposing I say to Mr. McLane, 
you turn over this road as Receiver to Mr. 
McLane as Trustee, who will be benefited ?” 
asked the Jadge. 
Mr. Cadwalader thought the bonds 
could be protected by a certified check, 
but how in regard to Receiver’s feta ? 
Judge Hunt said that if security was 
given for the bonds, why not give security 
for the expenses ? If such an undertaking 
was executed he could take his Receiver 
out of the way and the road could be run. 
Mr. Cadwalader suggested that a decree 
be entered, and then the defendant could 
move for a stay of proceedings. He was 
entitled to a decree for the sale of the road 
to pay the expenses of the Receiver. He 
thought it very probable that the road 
would be in operation next week. 
Mr. Barnes said there was no donbt hut 
that any bond required by the Court would 
be given. 
Judge Hunt said that all he wanted was 
to protect the Receiver when ho surrenders 
the road, ar-d the motion of the gentleman 
representing tha people of Ki Dorado 
must wait until the decree is settled. 
Counsel could prepHre findings, whioh he 
would sign, if found correct; then he 
would make a decree granting a stay of 
proceedings, and &u undertaking could be 
filed. 
Mr. Barnes said all this could be dono 
on Monday morning, and the road could 
be put in operati j d oa Tuesday. 
The matter then went over until half­ 
past 1 o’clock next Monday afternoon.

B a llo o n in g f o r S c ie n tific O djects.— 
In view of two successful balloon voyage» 
across the English Channel by Englishmen, 
the aeronantists of France are planning to 
do something wonderfnl in order to main­ 
tain their own reputation for courage in 
navigating the air. At their request the 
Municipal Council of Paris has voted the 
money for a series of balloon ascents to be 
made on July 14th for scientific objects. 
It has been arranged that two of the bal­ 
loons shall be connected by telephone, by 
the use of which verbal communication 
will be kept np during the ascent. Obser­ 
vations will be made on the velocity cf 
sound at .different altitudes, the difference» 
of temperature, and the changing direction» 
of the wind. During its last voyage across 
the Channel a balloon is said to have trav- 
eied 170 miles in an hour and three-quar­ 
ters.

There ia scarcely an end to the myriad* of 
insect* which, in one way or another, are in- 
jnrious to agriculture. 
The apple, the pear 


a n d the quince are the food of the la n » of 
the codling moth. 
The plum in many coun­ 
tries is almost destroyed and its cultivation 
rendered unprofitable by the curculio. 
The 
grape is threatened with extermination by 
the phylloxera. 
The cherry is rendered al­ 
most useless in otherwise favorable countries 
for its cultivation by a little insect that 
comes from the egg of an insect which by 
instinct selects this delicious fruit for its 
young to pass one stage of its existence in. 
The potato has its enemy in the well-known 
potato bug, which has laid waste the entire 
crop in whole sections of country. 
Scale in­ 
jects are appearing on all kinds of fruit and 
ornam ental 
trees 
and threatening fruit 
trees of every 
kind 
with 
destruction, 
nnd 
rendering 
fruit 
culture 
impossi­ 
ble. 
N ot a vegetable that is cultivated as 
food for man th at has not been found by 
nome insect that seems to regard it as its 
especial favorite. 
Even the flewer gardens 
nre not exempt from the ravage of insects, that 
prey upon the shrubs and the fljwere. 
Oar 
wheat is attacked while in the held—and 
while in a growmg state—by the Hessian Hy 
and the ground worm, and the grain in the 
warehouse by the weevil. 
The wire worm 
and the cut worm find our young corn as soon 
as it germinates, and often cut it off before it 
makes its appearance above the ground or at 
the surface. 
Indeed, it seems as though 
nothing that is planted and cultivated by the 
farmer is safe at any stage of growth from 
the ravages of some insect whose special mis­ 
sion seems to be to destroy it. 
The destruc­ 
tion of growing crops by iusects is^ almost in­ 
calculable, but thoughtful and scientific ob­ 
servers have made careful estimates of this 
destruction and given their conclusions to 
the world. 
Mr. Walsh calculates that the United 
States sutler from the injuries of noxious in­ 
sects to the amount of $300,000,000 annually, 
and adds that he is by no means claiming 
th at it is possible to sive this enormous sum, 
but if diminished only one-half the nation 
would gain every year $150,000,000. 
J . 
P . Dodge, late 
Statistician 
of the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture at Washington, 
¿ays that a low average of the value of the cot­ 
ton cr< p f r many years past would be $'200,- 
O00,000 ; 20 per cent, would not be too large 
an estimate of loss from insects, when moat 
prevalent, involving a destruction cf $40,­ 
000,000, and when prevalent with only live 
per cent, of loss, $10.000 000 would be the 
resultant loss. The m atter of destruction of 
agricultural crop» and agricultural products 
is of so serious a nature, that every civilized 
country interested in agriculture has a de­ 
partm ent of national government, \ resided 
cvsr by the m< st learned men to be found, 
ths special object of which is to study the 
history and habits of in?ecte injurious to 
agriculture, ami to experiment witn and find 
means of their destruction. 
There has been lccg in use an insect pow- 
d ar manufactured from a plant native in 
H e zegovina, Montenegro and Persia, under 
the name of Persian insect powder, which, 
when fresh, is of great use in the de­ 
struction of 
insects, but its expensive­ 
ness has prevented the introduction and use 
of it in the extermination cf insects in the 
orchard or field, or in the grain warehouses, 
or in manufacture of woolen goods, furs, etc. 
I t is believed, however, that an article has 
now been found that can be produced in such 
quantities, and at such cheap rates, as to be­ 
come generally useful against nearly all in­ 
sects injurious to agriculture in every stage of 
production, whether in field crops or in the 
orchard. 
This article is closely related to 
the Persian plant, but is a native of Dalma­ 
tia, and has been introduced into this State 
and put in cultivation by a Mr. Milco, cf 
StocktoD. 
In 1879 a wheat store house in 
Stockton, containing 
large 
quantities of 
wheat, was found to be alive with the wheat 
weevil, and the wheat was badly injured. 
Some of the powder manufactured from this 
plant was about that time also stored in the 
same house, and it was soon noticed that live 
weevil had disappeared from the building, 
but dead ones were everywhere to be found 
on the floors, among the sack?, in the crevices 
of the bins, and indeed everywhere. 
An in­ 
vestigation soon proved that the buhash was 
the cause of the general destruction of the 
weevil and the saving of the w hca\ 
Prof. 
Hilgard of the State University has made 
many experiments with the powder of bu­ 
ha b, and has given the warmest approval of 
its U3e in many departments of agriculture. 
Professor Riley ana Professor Comstock, of 
the National Agricultural Department, have 
also each experimented with the powder, and 
both give it rs their opinion that the only 
question in the genera* use of buhach as 
against insects iu the field and in the orchard 
is as to whether it can be produced cheaply 
eoough to warrant its general use in tni* 
manner. A company composed of some of the 
moat substantial farmers and business men in 
San Joaquia county, has been formed for its 
production 
and 
manufacture, 
aud they 
?ropose to answer the doubts of Professors 
ülcy ai d Comstock by its actual production u 
quantity, and at rates cheap enough to put it 
within the reach of every cultivator cf what­ 
ever farm, orchard or garden product. 
This 
company have made many experiments with 
the article, and they claim that buhach will 
protect strawberry plants from the ravages of 
the chinch bugs and leave the plants in a 
healthy condition after the application ; it 
will destroy potato bugs, even after they have 
secured what ma} seem complete control of 
the patch ; it will, when applied as a spray 
or a* a powder, d.stroy th9 cotton worm or 
codling moth, the great pests of the orchard ; 
it will overom e the worst attack of army 
worm ; it will destroy the phylloxera upon 
the vines ; it will rid orange and lemon trees 
of the scale bug, by one application ; it will 
prevent the spread of curled leaf in orchards, 
eradic ite the plum curculio, and all insects 
that feed upon the ripening fruit. 


L a te C rops, E tc. 
Though July would seem to be rather the 
harvest season than the time for planting, 
still it is really a very busy season with many 
in getting the seed into the ground. 
All 
along the low bottoms et the American, 
Yuba, Bear, Feather, Sacramento and the 
San Joaquia rivers, including the islands at 
the latter river, vegetable-growers are in the 
midst of a very im portant planting season. 
The crops now being planted include potatoes, 
corn, beans, buckwheat, cabbage, beets, car­ 
rots, turnips, aud some oats and barley. The 
and being planted is th at in low, moist 
place% where until quite lately the water 
from the rivers has been standing. 
The fall­ 
ing of the water in the rivers and evaporation 
has caused these lands to be uncovered and 
to have becime sufficiently dry to allow of 
working. 
POTATOES. 
The present good price for potatoes has 
produced a very general 
impression that 
prices will continue good during the season 
and hence those who have lands suitable pro­ 
pose to utilize them by rai-ing a crop of po­ 
tatoes. 
The variety being planted generally 
is Early Rose. 
Iu ordinary seasons other 
varieties are extensively planted for late po­ 
tatoes, but the water remaining on the lands 
later than usnal this season, it is feared that 
other and slower-growing kinds will not have 
time to mature, hence the Esrly Rose are the 
favorite at this time. 
For planting old la«t 
year’s potatoes are preferred, and the mar­ 
kets have been completely swept of these, aud 
at this time no more can be found at any 
price, hence resort Í3 had to new potatoes for 
seed. 
New potatoes 
are not good f >r 
seed 
unless 
thoroughly 
ripe 
be­ 
fore 
being 
dug 
from 
the 
ground. 
Even then many of them fail of growing, 
and begin to decay soon after being planted, 
unless they have been specially prepared. To 
prepare new potatoes for seed the following 
conditions must be complied with. 
They 
must not be taken from the hill until fully 
ripo. E -en then they seem to he too full of 
sap or water f ,r immediate uso for planting, 
and must be dried out. 
The best way to ac­ 
complish this process ii to «oread them out on 
the ground where tboy will bays a partial 


shade, or they may in the absence of such 
partial shade be spread on the ground in full 
exposure to the nun, and partially covered 
with straw or old sacks. 
Such exposure 
should last from ten days to two weeks, and 
nntil the akin of the potatoes have assumed a 
greenish or sun-dried appearance, aud Until 
there appear small shoots springing from the 
eyes. 
When in this condition they may be 
planted, being careful not to '¿over too 
deep. 
Shallow 
planting 
and 
In loose 
soil is necessary, or decay will set in and 
the seed and labor of preparing the soil and 
planting will be lost. 
On sof,i that has been 
cultivated considerably b ¿fore, we notice 
some are merely plowing ence and droppiug 
the seed in about ever y third furrow, to be 
covered by the next f arrow. 
When planted 
in this way the land is thoroughly harrowed 
down and receiv 
no more cultivation. 
Others plow oD'jp% and then harrow thor­ 
oughly, cross p’.ow and harrow again, puttiug 
the soil in cre p le te order before the work of 
planting b',gins. 
The planting is then done 
as in the arst instance, during the third time 
of plowing, by dropping the seed in every 
third furrow and covering it with the next 
furrow. 
There may be some soils so clean 
fr'jm cultivation in prior seasons that good 
.Tops will result from the first mode of plant­ 
ing ; but we think, as a rule, ;t will pay to 
take the more thorough course. 
Early R >se 
potatoes planted now will be matured in Sep­ 
tember aud October, and will then come from 
the ground in splendid order, ^having the 
«ame newness and freshness that charac­ 
terize new potatoes ia the spring of the year. 
They retain much of this newness and fresh­ 
ness until the following spring, and until the 
first crop of Early R>se comes into m arket 
the next season. 
This mode of cropping the 
Early R o b © potatoes gives California the ad- 
vatage of frtsh, new potatoes the year round 
from the valleys. 
But to give us still greater 
advantages in re>p2Ct to this im portant ar­ 
ticle of food, we have potatoes from the 
mountains, from the State of Nevada and 
from U tah Territory ; from each coming in 
their season, and helping to keep our markets 
fully supplied with fresh and new potatoes 
the year through. 
CORN. 
In this State corn may be planted at any 
time from the 1st of April to the middle of 
July and crops matured. 
We have had green 
corn in the markets for a month past, and 
still the farmers along the low, river bottoms 
are quite extensively engaged in planting 
corn, both for the green corn markets and for 
fodder for cattle, and some expect to harvest 
good crops of ripe corn from their pre-ent 
planting?. 
Good green corn will be plentiful 
till the frosts come to check its growth, and 
this may not be before the 1st of November. 
Thu3 we have the advantage of fresh green 
corn on our tables from about the l it of June 
to about the 1st of November—five months out 
of the twelve. Notwithstanding this extended 
corn season, California ii not considered 
especially a corn country. 
The short, warm 
summers of Maine, and of the far Western 
States in the Mississippi valley, are more 
favorable to the production of a single crop 
of corn than any like period of time during 
the long summers in this State. 
Corn re­ 
quires a moist, warm climate, and an even 
temperature day and night. 
These condi­ 
tions are furnished by the short, hot summers 
of the localities referred to, in greater perfec­ 
tion than at any period of the summer in 
California. 
Y et with our variable climate, 
or more properly speaking, our great varie­ 
ties of local climates, extending from Siski­ 
you to San Diego, we have no doubt Califor­ 
nia i>os8essca more real advantages for corn 
culture than any other State in the Union 
The difficulty is, we have made too much of a 
monopoly of wheat culture,aud have not given 
corn culture sufficient attention and study to 
become aware of the advantages we do pos­ 
se. s in respect to this valuable grain. 
There 
are varieties 
corn adapted to cu.tivation in 
m ist every locality and soil in the State. 
Most any of our good wheat lauds will pro­ 
dace a good crop of early corn, such as the 
early yellow eight-rowed corn, and we have 
no hesitation in recommending an alternation 
of corn and wheat, as a substitute for con­ 
stant wheat cropping, so much iu vogue 
am* ng us. 
Corn planted early may be fol­ 
lowed the same season with wheat, and prac­ 
tically all the benefits of summer fallowing 
the soil will be secured with two crops in­ 
stead of one. 
Com is a good crop in every 
valley of 
good 
deep, 
alluvial 
soil 
in 
the coast 
range 
of 
counties the 
en­ 
tire length of 
the State, but Los An­ 
geles and Sonoma have entered into the 
cultivation of this crop more extensively, 
and have gained special reputations as coru- 
growing localities. Cither counties in the 
same general section of the State will do well 
to follow their example in this respect. 
Along the allnvial rivtr bottoms of the State 
liable to overt! jw in the spring, the cultiva­ 
tion of corn, especially as fodder for milch 
cows, is likely to become an im portant indus­ 
try, especially if the silo as a mode of pre­ 
serving the stalks shall prove a success, as we 
have but little doubt it will. 
Very large and profitable crops of buck­ 
wheat have been produced on the Sacramento 
river bottom?, the seed having been sown as 
late as the 20fch of the present month. 
On 
account of the more than usual moisture in 
the soil, the present season is a very favorable 
one for sowing buckwheat on the river bot­ 
toms.

Among the 275,000 Indians in the Uni­ 
ted States there are 219 churches and 30, • 
000 members. 
The King of Ashantee, erstwhile falsely 
reported as having brutally sacrificed 200 
girls, welcomes the missionaries of the 
Basle Society to Coomassie, where they 
will settle. 
The New York Obterver, which is one of 
the most orthodox of all the religious jour­ 
nals, admits that there is no more sense in 
having a bell on a church than in having 
one on a theater. 
President Robinson thinks that among 
the very last men who should be encour­ 
aged to discard the manuscript in preach­ 
ing is he on whom nature has bestowed 
the gift of extreme volubility. 
The immigration of Hollanders to East­ 
ern Dakota has become so great that a 
special committee of the Reformed Classis 
of Illinois ha9 been appointed to assist 
them in the formation of churches. 
A Protestant society held its anniversary 
this year in the Mairie of the First Arron- 
dissement, Paris, which is part of the 
church from the belfry of which was tolled 
the signal death knell of the victims of 
Black Bartholomew. 
The Prince of Orange, the Comte de 
Paris, grandson of Louis Philippe, and the 
Oerman Emperor have sent testimonials 
toward the monument to Admiral Coligny, 
the faithful Huguenot, at the same time 
acknowledging relationship to him.

Episcopal Church had there in lSfiti a 
total membership of 1,700. In 1S81 there 
were 1,757, an increase of only 57, or a 
fraction over 2 per cent. The number of 
scholars in the Sunday-school has de­ 
creased from 2,8t>0 to 1,972, or over 30 per 
cent.The Baptist University cf Dos Moines 
has fallen a victim to hopeless debt. The 
trustees and professors stiugglcd along as 
bravely as they conld, but the funds ran 
bo low that there was no chance for the 
payment of the professors' salaries. These 
gentlemen, finding it impossible to live on 
air or on hope, resigned in a body.

I* Wasco county, Oregon, south of Fifteen-mile 
creek, nearly half the growing crops have been de­ 
stroyed by grasshoppers. But there is a dull-blue 
gray fly that follows the grasshopper and fights 
him. These insects stay with them, and when the 
hopper flies, dart at it and fasten under the wings, 
greatly retarding its flight. According to the best 
observations which could be made the larva de­ 
posited by the fly upon the soft, thin membrauous 
spot under the wing immediately pierces the mem­ 
brane, entering the body of the hopper, and remains 
until full grown, eating from the substance of it. 
Sometimes as many as five or six are found upon 
opening the body of the hopper. Th. se larvic are 
carried about until the whole body is eaten out or 
the hopper dies by their ravages. Upon the death 
of the hopper the larva crawls out aud euters the 
ground to become in due time & fly again.

The Republican State Central Commit­ 
tee has wisely determined to make no 
change in the time of holding the State 
Convention. The movement to hasten the 
nominations originated with some feather­ 
headed folks who were frightened by the 
beating of the Democratic tom-toms. The 
Republican plan of s short campaign is 
eminently sound, and nothing the Demo­ 
crats have done or can do will cause any 
necessity for a change in it. Meantime 
the Democratic press may safely be left to 
" shell the woods,” and to expose the 
weakness of its platform and professions 
and candidates by itB clumsy efforts to 
avoid the awkward points. There is, how­ 
ever, one thing which the Republican 
press needs to be cautioned concerning. 
The Democrats have led off with an issue 
ot their own choosing and making, w hich 
they call the Anti-Monopoly issue. This 
is not a genuine issue. The railroad ques­ 
tion has been settled by the new Constitu­ 
tion, which puts the whole question in the 
hands of a Commission, empowered to 
deal with it. The pretense of nominating 
a Governor on the strength of his assumed 
hostility to the railroads is a piece of 
characteristic Democratic dishonesty. It 
is in fact doubly dishonest. First, because 
the Governor, under the Constitution, has 
no power to deal with the railroads in any 
way w hatever; second, hecanse the as­ 
sumption that a proiessed enemy of the 
railroads is therefore specially eligible to 
office, is a fraudulent and base pretense. 
The Democratic anti-railroad programme 
is the work of unscrupulous and insincere 
politicians who found themselves without 
issues, and who were prepared to sacrifice 
any State interest to their office-bunger. 
They having adopted this view, how­ 
ever, it is not for the Republicans to fol­ 
low suit. To do so would be a fatal 
blunder, from any standpoint. It would 
be an admission that the Democratic pro­ 
gramme was the right one. It would be 
an admission that tho Democrats had been 
the first to strike out a popular programme. 
It wou'd concede to them the virtue of 
public spirit and the merit of origination. 
It would put the Republicans in the position 
of mere imitators. It would lose them 
the campaign. The National Democracy 
has been making just this mistake for the 
last twenty years. It has walked in the 
footsteps of the Republicans, and it has 
been beaten every time. It is perfectly 
clear that if the Anti-Monopoly programme 
is defensible, then the Democrats have a 
pre-emption claim upon it this yesr, and 
such a claim the voters always recognize. 
Rut the Anti-Monopoly programme is an 
imposition, and therefore if the Republi­ 
cans indorse it they confess themselves to 
be no more honest than their opponents. 
Certainly they cannot win on any such 
basis as that. If they expect to win they 
must strike out a course of their own, 
which shall be distinct from that of the 
Democrats, and shall rest on different prin­ 
ciples. 
Such a course we have already outlined 
in these columns. The Republican party- 
wili put itself in an impregnable position 
by taking the ground that it is the duty 
and interest of the State to deal equitably 
and dispassionately with all corporate in­ 
terests, relying upon the Constitution and 
the laws, as administered by honest men, 
for the protection of the general interests 
and for the lemoval of abases. Instead of 
adopting a sounding platform of words, 
and binding every candidate to accept 
whatever rabid, unjust and reckless 
propositions it contains, the Republican 
party can put its guarantees forward in 
the pereons of its nominees. When Judge 
Blake was nominated for Mayor of San 
Francisco, they wanted him to sub­ 
scribe to certain pledges, and he re­ 
fused to do so. ' He said : “ If my official 
“ record during twenty-five years of public 
“ service is not a sufficient guarantee for 
“ me, then no pledge I could give would be 
“ satisfactory ; for a man who, after so 
“ long a service, could not be trusted, 
“ would be certain to violate any pledge he 
“ might take.” He refused to take any 
pledges, and the people of San Francisco 
indorsed his position, and elected him 
Mayor over the head of an opponent who 
had fairly groveled in his abject readiness 
to promise whatever was demanded of him. 
That is the kind of candidate the Republi­ 
can party needs this year, and with a 
ticket composed of such men, standing on 
a platform rational and moderate enough 
for self-respecting candidates to occupy, 
the party can carry the State in the teeth 
of all the Anti-Monopoly froth and dcma- 
goglsm the Democrats can muster. 
As regards the Railroads, the only 
officers of consequence are the Railroad 
Commissioners. 
To fill these offices the 
people do not want demagogues. They do 
not want political adventurers. They do 
not want the kind of men who w ill swal­ 
low any kind of pledges one minute and 
then solicit the aid of the railroads the 
next. W hat they want is honest men— 
men who have made reputations for integ­ 
rity in business, and therefore can be 
trusted to do their duty faithfully. H it 
railroads do not ask anything more than 
this. They are content to be judged by 
the measure of houeBt men’s minds. They 
only demand fair play, and that they have 
a right to. Now, if the new Constitution 
has provided the solution of this question, it 
stands to reason that honest Railroad Com­ 
missioners, applying that Constitution fairly, 
must give the State the very best situation 
possible under the circumstances. The 
Republicans therefore can take their stand 
upan this position with complete confi­ 
dence. There remains the Sunday law 
issue, which the Democrats have certainly 
taken a pronounced stand upon. They are 
committed to the repeal of all legislation 
securing a day of rest to the poor man. 
Tne Republicans, we trust, will take 
a very different position. They will hold 
that 
it 
is 
the 
right 
of 
every 
man, woman and child in the State to en­ 
joy one day of rest in every seven, and 
that it is the duty of the State to secure 
the possession of this right to all by appro­ 
priate legislation. They will hold that 
the curtailment of the liberties of the peo­ 
ple is no part of the business of government, 
but that when the working classes are in 
danger of losing any of their privileges or 
rights through the pressure of competition 
or other agencies, the Government may, 
aud indeed must, come to their rescue, and 
check or stop the growing invasion of their 
leisure. Upon such a platform the Repub­ 
lican party can enter the campaign without 
any ground for misgiving. W ith a ticket 
standing upon the individual merits of the 
candidates the battle will be more than 


half won when the nominations are made. 
And the Democratic demagogues will then 
learn that the adoption of sham issues is 
not of itself sufficient to assure success at 
the polls, and that the Ass who put on the 
Lion’s skin was after all only an Ass, as 
everybody discovered the moment he 
opened his mouth. 


THE DESTRUCTION OF ALEXANDRIA. 


If we may judge from the dispatches the 
Arabs have destroyed a great part of the 
city of Alexandria, since the bombard, 
ment, including the whole of the Kuropean 
quarter. This involves the destruction of 
the most modern aud attractive as well as 
architecturally important part of the city. 
The most of this modern portion of Alex­ 
andria was the work of the late Khedive 
Ismail, who was ambitious to do for Egypt 
what Hausmann did for Paris. 
He intro- 
dnced gas to the Oriental city, and paved 
aud watered it after the most approved 
European models. 
In fact he placed k»th 
Cairo and Alexandria very far ahead of 
Constantinople in cleanliness and modern 
improvements, and of Cairo in particular 
he made the mostcharmingof eastern cities. 
In the great square of Alexandria, called 
Mehemet Ali square, and where an 
equestrian statue of the conqueror has 
long stood (in open defiance of Moham­ 
medan ecclesiastical law, which forbids the 
making of any graven images), are (or were) 
the foreign Consulates, the best hotels, 
the banks, and the English Protestant 
Church. 
The dispatches state that this 
great square has been entirely destroyed, 
and if that is tne case it will be a long time 
before the city regains its former aspect of 
prosperity. It has been the custom of 
more than one Khedive to give plots for 
building to whoever would guarautee to 
erect buildings of a certain architectural 
consequence upon them. Thus the Duke 
of Sutherland has a mansion at Cairo, 
which was built upon these terms, and 
many foreigners, both resident and non­ 
resident, have done the same thing. In 
the suburbs of Alexandria, and particu­ 
larly at Ramleb, are a great number of 
villas staudiug in their own grounds, the 
property and residences of foreigners, and 
more especially of the Greek and Jewish 
bankers and cotton brokers, who are 
among the great financial magnates of 
Alexandria. All these costly and beauti­ 
ful residences will, it is feared, be sacri­ 
ficed to the bigotry and malice of a brutal 
and stupid mob, and the interests of 
Egypt will thus suffer a blow from which 
recovery will be tedious. 
It is perfectly 
apparent that a great deal if not all of thiB 
destruction of valuable property could have 
been prevented, and equally clear that it 
ought to have been foreseen. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone's statement in the House of Com­ 
mons, that the Government could not have 
anticipated the sack of Alexandria by 
the Arabs, is hardly tenable. The Govern­ 
ment certainly was aware that the Alexan­ 
dria mob had only been restrained by the 
presence of the Egyptian army, since 
the first massacre of Europeans. As 
Mr. Gladstone's purpose in bombarding the 
fort9 was to drive away the army and cause 
the downfall of Arabi Pasha, he must have 
known that in the event of Arabi’s with­ 
drawal or defeat, the city would be left at 
the mercy of a populace whose turbulence 
had recently been demonstrated. It will, 
therefore, not do for him to say that the 
sacking of tho city could not have been 
anticipated. On the contrary, it is pre­ 
cisely what ought to have been anticipated. 
As to the intentions of the English Gov­ 
ernment, Mr. Gladstone’s statement ap­ 
pears singularly inadequate and unsatis­ 
factory. He snrely cannot mean that he 
proposes to suspend operations until Arahi 
Pasha does something to make it necessary 
to proceed against him again? Arahi is of 
course responsible before all else, for the 
looting and burning of Alexandria. It is 
even said, though this requires confirma­ 
tion, that he ordered the assassination of 
the Khedive. There would be nothing un­ 
characteristic or surprising in this, for 
Arahi is a thorough Oriental, treacherous 
and cruel and unscrupulous, aud no doubt 
he thought the opportunity a good one for 
disposing of the occupant of the throne, 
and thus clearing his own way to promo­ 
tion. 
The destruction of Alexandria would, 
however, have been accomplished to very 
little purpose if the Porte were to step in 
at this juncture and take the work out of 
the hands of England. It wcnld not be 
unlike Mr. Gladstone's forcible-feeble for­ 
eign policy to make such a blunder as this, 
and as he would certainly be encouraged in 
such a line by all the powers who view 
with impotent jealousy tho progress of the 
British arms in Egypt, he would no doubt 
obtain plenty of backing for the policy. 
But what would he the result to Egypt 
and the world of Turkish intervention? 
Either the Turks would refuse to leave 
Egypt, having once obtained possession, or 
they would be dominated by some Pat ha 
of the Arahi kind, and would play Me­ 
hemet Ali's game over again. In either 
event the future of the country would re­ 
main unsettled, the condition of the fellah­ 
een would be changed for the worse, and 
the security of the Suez Canal would be 
imperiled. In fact nothing but harm can 
possible come of Turkish intervention. 
The Porte has not the strength to hold the 
country a3 a province. It has been too 
weak to assert its sovereignty lor half a 
century and more. And if it would assert 
its sovereignty it would only restore the 
old bad government, so that it is better 
that it should be as impotent as it 
is. But one effect of placing Egypt iu 
the hands of a weak power like Turkey is 
to challenge the cupidity of every strong 
power that has ever cast longing eyes upon 
that fertile province. Turkey could not 
hold the country against all comers— 
hardly against any coiner—and so Egypt 
would at once become the assumed prize of 
intrigue. Russia would no doubt be fore- 
moBt in this underhand work, and as her 
influence at Constantinople is very great, 
she might supplant England. France, too, 
would be in the field, and perhaps Italy, 
also, and the last state of Egypt would be 
worse than the first. It would be much 
better for the interests of the country, and 
for those of the world, that a great power 
like England Bhould take and hold the 
country under a protectorate. 
In that 
case all the hungry governments would be 
warned off, for no one of them would ven­ 
ture to take the bone away from that 
mastiff. Egypt would prosper under such 
au arrangement, the fellaheen would escape 
oppression and revolution, and the debt of 
the country would he liquidated. Under 


ment, profligacy and oppression would once 
more be in the ascendant, and no matter 
what arrangements were patched up for the 
moment, the whole work of freeing and re­ 
forming Egypt wonld have to be done over 
again. 


THE DEMOCRATS AND THE 
SUNDAY 
LAW. 
The Gridley Herald makes the following 
statement : “ During a drive in the coun- 
“ try Sunday we were surprised to see a 
“ header running in one of the grain fields. 
“ It had a full crew of men at work, and 
“ they were toiling as hard as though it 
“ were a generally recognized working day. 
“ We are informed that this system is 
“ rigidly adhered to on Dr. Glenn’s ranch, 
“ and that if a man with a team is em- 
“ ployed there and refuses to work on Sun- 
“ day, the hoard of his team is charged 
“ against him. From these facts it would 
“ seem that a new era is dawning in Amer- 
“ ici—an era when the hitherto freedom of 
“ the laboring classes will be supplanted 
“ by a serfdom worse than that of slavery.” 
The condition of things here described by 
the Gridley Herald may serve to indicate 
what the Democratic platform tends to. 
There can be no doubt that iu the absence 
of any legislation the selfishness and sharp 
competition which control all business 
must break down and finally abolish the 
Sunday holiday. In the case cited we see 
what a very wealthy man, greedy for more 
money, will do to deprive his employes of 
their Sunday. To Dr. Glenn it is a mat­ 
ter of no importance whether these hired 
men have auy rest. It appears that he 
has not even sense enough to comprehend 
that they can do more work in six days 
than in seven. All he thinks of is getting 
bis crops in, and in doing that he pro­ 
poses to work all who are in his employ 
every day of the week. 
And what Dr. Glenn does now, the ma­ 
jority of men would do if there was no 
law to hold them in check. Take away 
the last statutory harrier, and Sunday 
would soon cease to exist as a day of rest 
in California. Now this is precisely what 
the Democrats stand committed to by 
their platform. They are opposed to any 
legislation which is calculated to protect 
the workingman's Sunday. Under the 
pretense of opposing “ sumptuary ” laws, 
they have pledged themselves to the 
repeal of the present Sunday law, and to 
the prevention of the enactment of any 
substitute for it. This is a very serious 
and a very real issue, as our quotation 
from the Gridley Herald demonstrates. 
Already the attack upon the Sunday holi­ 
day has been begun, and by a prominent 
Democrat. 
Dr. Glenn, of course, sub­ 
scribes heartily to the doctrines of his 
party platform, and he shows how fully he 
indorses the Sunday law plauk by under­ 
taking to abolish Sunday on his own ranch, 
without waiting for the close of the cam­ 
paign. He has, it is stated, adopted Sun­ 
day as a working day, systematically, and 
he forces his hands to work on that day by 
virtually fiuiDg them if they refuse to do 
so. Who can doubt that if the Democratic 
principle was indorsed by the majority of 
the people at the polls, Dr. Glenu’s prac­ 
tice would bo followed everywhere ? He 
can, or thinks he can, afford to do this 
now, because he is far from the public 
eye. But though at present in the towns 
and cities public opinion and the law to­ 
gether prevent a general working on Sun­ 
day, the repeal of the law, and the in­ 
dorsement by the popular vote of the 
Democratic position, wonld produce a 
sweepiog change in the general position. 
The working classes will have to realize 
that they caDnot vote the Democratic 
ticket this year without voting for the 
abolition of Sunday. They must also re­ 
member that if Sunday is abolished they 
will be the chief sufferers. Employers of 
labor can alwaysseecure a holiday when 
they want it, but if once the custom of 
using Sunday as a working day should be 
set up, the working classes would find that 
they could not stand out against it. If 
they attempted to do so they would be 
discharged, and more pliablo men would 
be taken in their places, and as there are 
always many unemployed there would be 
no difficulty in finding such. And the 
more business prospers, and the greater 
the demand for labor becomes, the more 
certain is it that the pressure upon the 
Sunday holiday will become heavier. It 
is always the tendency for Society to take 
everything it can get, aud to coerce the 
feebler classes at every opportunity. In 
the absence of any restrictive law, there­ 
fore," all efforts to preserve the Sunday as 
a day of rest would be in vain. 
Even 
those employers who disapproved of the 
new practice would be compelled to yield 
to it or suffer injury in their business. 
And it by no means follows that wages 
would be increased because seven days in­ 
stead of six constituted the week. Here 
again employers would avail themselves of 
the competition for work, and would take 
the men who were willing to accept the 
lowest wages. In short it is evident that if 
the Democrats carry the State the Sunday 
must “ go,” and that Dr. Glenn’s practice 
will then become the general one. 
To prevent this the Republican party is 
called upon to formulate a plank which 
shall assure protection to the humblest, 
and the untrammeled enjoyment of the day 
of rest. The present Sunday law has 
proved inoperative, because it was badly 
drawn. The R e p u b l i c a n s , taking warning 
and example from that failure, must under­ 
take to pass a new law which shall securé 
to every person one day’s rest in seven, 
without any reduction of wager or other 
drawbacks. This law should also provide 
that whoever desires to carry on business 
upon Sunday, shall employ special help for 
that day, or shall make such other arrange­ 
ments as will Becure a rest day to the help 
that has been working throughout the 
week. The main feature in the bill must 
be the protection of the rights of the labor­ 
ing classes. This is a kind of treasure 
which every civilized and enlightened Gov­ 
ernment is bound to adopt, for it involves 
what the laboring classes cannot do for 
themselves, and it is demanded as a pro­ 
tection for them against an abuse which 
they have no means of resisting out­ 
side the law. W ith a platform which 
embraces these principles the Republican 
party can confidently appeal to the people 
of California. They may see from Dr. 
Glenn’s example what is to be expected 
from a Democratic success. They know 
that the maintenance of the Sunday 
holiday is, speaking from a purely secular 
standpoint, necessary to the physical and 
mental health of the community. To 
abolish the rest day would be not only to 
inflict a cruel injury upon the working 


classes, but to increase the death-rate ; to 
encourage intemperance (which always ac­ 
companies misery) ; to undermine pnblic 
morals ; to deaden and stupefy the intelli­ 
gence of the masses, and to check the 
progress of the State. This, however, is 
what the Democratic party is pledged to 
do if its candidates are elected. The 
people, if they understand their own in­ 
terests, will see to it that the San Jose 
platform is not indorsed. 


THE PROGRESS OF PROHIBITION. 


The advocates of prohibition have been 
greatly encouraged by the election in Iowa, 
and are preparing to push their extreme 
doctrine everywhere. But it will not do 
for them to jump to the conclusion that 
because the new prohibition amendment to 
the Constitution of Iowa has received a 
majority of the popular vote, therefore 
prohibition is an accomplished fact there. 
Iowa casts 323,000 votes. In the late elec­ 
tion, according to the fulleet returns, the 
prohibition majority was a little over 
20,000. Now it must be understood that 
on a question of this kind the defeated 
party does not acquiesce in the observance 
of the law. On the contrary, it must be 
assumed that there are in Iowa fully 150,­ 
000 voters who do not believe in prohibi­ 
tion, who do believe in freedom of action, 
and who therefore will do all they can to 
render the constitutional provision a dead 
letter. But this is not all. It would be a 
very great mistake to suppose that the ma­ 
jority vote was mainly a temperance or 
total abstinence vote. The presumption is 
that by far the greater number of the ma­ 
jority are moderate drinkers, and unbe­ 
lievers in the theory of prohibition. The 
motive of their action is a different one. 
Iowa is emphatically an agricultural State. 
It contains no large cities. The rural 
population 
therefore outnumbers the 
city population,» and the rural voters 
are in favor of prohibition because when 
the saloons are open their hired men get 
drunk, and they are in favor of making 
that kind of indulgence impossible. These 
farmers, however, are not necessarily ab­ 
stainers theniBelves, and probably the 
majority of them drink 
to 
some 
extent. 
Tney 
are 
moved by pre­ 
cisely the same considerations which 
cause the California farmers to be in 
favor of closing tha saloons on Sunday, and 
the California farmers are certainly not as 
a rule advocates or practitioners of total 
abstinence. To assume, therefore, from 
the Iowa election, that the temperance 
doctrine is winning great and permanent 
victories, appears to us a delusion ; as is 
the hypothesis that men’s appetites of any 
kind can be extinguished by Btatute. We 
may grant for the sake of the argument 
that the evils caused by intemperance are 
so great as to justify the invasion of the 
freedom of the individual to whatever ex­ 
tent is necessary to stop it. But before 
any such invasion is permitted it must be 
made clear that the process to be applied 
will have the results expected from it. 
Now it is at this point that all the prohi­ 
bition schemes collapse. For experiment 
proves that Prohibition does not prohibit. 
W hat it does do is to drive drinking into 
disguises. In fact it does for intemperance 
precisely what stringent legislation has 
several times done for prostitution ; that 
is to 9av, it compels it to hide itself. But 
experience demonstrates that prostitution 
has always increased the more, the more it 
has been driven into the dark, and the 
experiments already made in prohibition 
justify a similar conclusion. Of course the 
prohibition of the sale of liquor will pre­ 
vent some people from getting it when 
they want it. But it will operate as a 
deterrent far oftener in the cases of occa­ 
sional and 
moderate 
drinkers 
than 
in 
those of drunkards. The latter 
will not tolerate denial of their fa­ 
vorite vice, and their appetites will be 
sure to find support, by hook or by crook. 
We have never yet heard of a so-called 
prohibition place where it was really im­ 
possible to procure liquors, and we do not 
believe that such a place can be found. 
W herever a strong demand exists, there 
the supply will arise to meet it, in disre­ 
gard of all laws. And when laws are thus 
defied or evaded, it is certain that the 
principle sought to he enforced in them 
will become specially odious to the people, 
so that all hope of real reform must soon 
disappear. A great deal has been done in the 
last century to diminish intemperance, but 
the reform has been the work of educa­ 
tional agencies, and, above all, of the increas­ 
ing comfort of tho masses. Educate men, 
give them good wages and clean dwellings, 
and they will cease to crave for rum. 
Leave them to sweat and suffer in filthy 
tenement houses, grind them down to a 
wage barely enough to keep them alive, 
and they will drink the worst whisky they 
can get, despite of all the laws and all the 
temperance societies in the world. The 
cultivation of bodily and mental health is 
the one true remedy for intemperance. 
Neither statutes, nor tracts, nor temper­ 
ance journals will cure dyspepsia, clear 
away ignorance, enlighten mental dullness, 
compensate for dirt, and cold, and hunger. 
And because these attempted remedies do 
not really touch the diseases at which 
they are aimed, they are doomed to fail­ 
ure in the very nature of the case, 
and this no m atter how they may 
seem to be winning temporary successes. 
W hatever changes tend to substitute 
mare innocent for less innocent drinks are 
also beneficent, The introduction of beer 
iu this cütlntry has done a great deal to 
promote temperance, for it has led scores 
of thousands to stop drinking whisky.’ In 
the same way the substitution of light 
wines for spirits and Btrong beers would he 
a decided step towards temperance. 
In 
this State a great deal of energy and sa 
gacity is now being employed in the im­ 
provement of our native wines, and it is 
specially significant that every step of im­ 
provement in their quality is marked by 
the elimination of so much more alcohol 
from them. The better the claret the less 
alcohol it contains, and our wine-makers 
have already readied, in the Xmfaudel, a 
brand which is certainly as light and non­ 
alcoholic as the best light brands of Bor­ 
deaux. If all the people of California 
drank Zinfandel, the temperance problem 
would be practically solved, and as this 
and other native wines improve, they will 
tend to this result continually more and 
more. Thus the development of the great 
vineyard resources of the State has a de­ 
cided tendency to promote temperance, and 
it is entirely safe to say that the perfection 
and general distribution of our lightest 
table wines is calculated to produce the 
most beneficial results in this regard. 


Under thfe prohibition system, however, 
nothing is done to refine and elevate the 
appetite, and therefore the lover of whisky 
and of drunkenness remains the lover of 
whisky and of drunkenness to the end of 
the chapter, under itB operation, and only 
concerns himself to evade the law. 


A WILD PROTECTIONIST. 
A venal sheet pnblished at Ban Fran­ 
cisco, which is known to be always in the 
market, and whose editorial columns are 
at the disposal of aDy thieving adventurer 
who is willing to pay for their use, is just 
now engaged in an utterly uncongenial 
business. It has undertaken the role of 
defender of Protection, no doubt because 
it has a fellow feeling with the plundering 
system referred to. To perform this role 
successfully, however, would require some 
knowledge of the subject, and that the 
sheet mentioned does not possess. In fact 
it never approaches the issue without 
exposing its ignorance, and yesterday it 
perpetrated some quite phenomenal blun­ 
ders. Thus it asserted that the R ecokd- 
Union favors tariff reform because the 
Central and Southern Pacific Railroads are 
extensive purchasers of steel rails. Now 
any writer at all familiar with the facts 
would have seen that since the duty on 
steel rails is ultimately paid by the public 
who use the railroads, and not by the rail­ 
road companies, it is a m atter of practical 
indifference to the latter how high those 
duties are. The venal sheet referred to in 
another article makes the ridiculous 
assertion that the maintenance of the tariff 
was necessary to the resumption of specie 
paym ents; that without it'“ the balance 
“ of 
trade ” 
(an 
obsolete 
delusion) 
“ would have gone the other w ay;” and— 
here is the richest piece of nonsense— 
“ England instead of America would uow 
“ be the moat prosperous and progressive 
“ manufacturing country in the world.” 
It would be interesting to know when 
England ceased to be “ the most pros- 
“ perous and progressive manufacturing 
“ country in the world.” 
It would be 
still more interesting to know when Amer. 
ioa supplanted her great rival. Tho fact 
is, as of course every educated person 
knows, that under the tariff American 
manufactures have made extremely slow 
progress, and that they have not so much 
as begun to compete anywhere with those 
of England. 
But the venal and stupid 
sheet from which we have quoted does not 
know enough about the subject to avoid 
the most preposterous blunders. In fact, 
according to its own confession, it advo­ 
cates Protection because it supposes it to 
be “ an established Republican principle, 
in some vague way, and not because it has 
any intelligent conception of its operations. 


NEW IDEAS ON THE RELIGION OF INDIA 
A contemporary solemnly observes, ap­ 
ropos of the Eyptian situation, that 
“ Arabi will conduct his war on a relig- 
“ ious basis, and if England should under- 
“ take to do her fighting with East Indian 
11 troops there will be danger of wholesale 
“ desertions, for Mohammedans, Brahmins, 
“ Buddhists and Betlouins hare much i 
“ common in the may o f religious sentiment. 
Our contemporary seems to think that the 
term Bedouin indicates a peculiar form of 
religion, but we will let that pass. The 
idea that Mohammedans, Buddhists and 
Brahmins have “ much in common in the 
“ way of religious sentim ent,” would cer­ 
tainly be news to the people who hold 
those faiths. There is about as much 11 in 
“ common ” between them as there is be­ 
tween the followers jof Confucins and 
Christians, as a matter of fact. The Budd­ 
hists and Brahmins would no more fuse with 
the Mohammedans, or the latter with them, 
than fire and water wruld fuse. And 
there would be no danger of desertion if 
the Ea9t Indian troops were all Moham­ 
medans, like the Bedouins, for there arc as 
many sects in Islam as there are in 
Christianity, and these sects hate one an­ 
other with a truly Christian cordiality. If 
Indian troops arc taken to Egypt it can be 
predicted with perfect safety that there 
will be no desertion from them, hut that 
they will fight the Egyptians gallantly, and 
will remain thoroughly loyal to the British 
Government. 


A MINERS' C3NVENTI0N. 


A Convention of miners will be held at 
Nevada City on the 22d instant, for the 
purpose of discussing the dam question. 
It is already seen that il the various mines 
go to work independently and build dams 
for the retention of the tailings, great con­ 
fusion and cross purposes will result. They 
would then Buffer from all the embarrass­ 
ments which a want of system has entailed 
upon irrigation and reclamation works in 
the lower country. Obviously their wisest, 
and in fact their only wise course, will be 
to systematize the business, and thus make 
every dam a part of one general plan em­ 
bracing the entire mining area. They will 
probably find it best to employ some en­ 
gineer of general reputation to frame the 
scheme, anil the details can then he car­ 
ried out by the engineers of the sevtral 
mines, acting under his instructions. Any 
other arrangement would certainly result 
in the creation of formidable difficulties, 
while the consequence of independent 
plans would also be the waste of money 
and the failure to produce the best effects. 
The Convention has a very serious subject 
before it, hut we have no doubt that it 
will be determined intelligently. 


A GALL5NT DEED, 


The act of the sailor on board one of the 
ironclads off Alexandria, who picked up a 
burning shell and extinguished the fire by 
plunging it into a backet of water, was un­ 
questionably one of great bravery, fcr there 
are few more discomposing aDd generally 
uncertain objects to handle, or indeed to 
remain in the neighborhood of, than a 
live shell, and a man who has the nerve to 
take one up, without in the least knowing 
how much longer the fuse has to burn, 
must be capable of auy feat of cool gal­ 
lantry. The only description of a similar 
incident that occurs to us is in a work 
of fiction -Captain M arryatt'a novel of 
“ The King’s Own.” He makes his hero, 
then a little boy, walk up to a live shell 
during an engagement at sea, and roll it 
overboard. A child, however, might do a 
thing like this without comprehending the 
danger he was incurring, whereas the 
sailor on the ironclad was of course fully 
aware that he was very literally taking 
his life in hia hands when be lifted the 
hissing shell. 
Decidedly this was a 
consummate proof of a very high kind of 
courage indeed. 


AN OLD DEMOCRAT PROTEST*. 
D. O. Shattuck, of Sonoma, is one of ther 
former District Judges of this State, and oc­ 
cupied the Bench in San Francisco. He is a 
leading old-time Democrat; a man of un­ 
questioned integrity, of acknowledged ability 
and is a Bound lawyer. Judge Shattuck is 
an aged man, and his views command the 
respect that many years of experience in 
oní,VT j 
clo,e el,udy and ability deserve. 
I he Judge has positive views on the action 
of the^ Democratic Convention at San Jose 
regarding the Sunday law, and these are 
published in a letter to the Bulletin of the 
14th mat., from which these extracts are 
made : 
I confess myself disappointed and morti'ed by the 
act of the late Convention in making the repeal of 
the Sunday law a dtotinct isme. The repeal of 
that law had not been a question before the people 
anywhere, except San Francisco, and not even there 
except by two excited factions, and not seriously 
considered by the people generally. No delegat.sn 
front any county, to my knowledge, was elected in 
reference to it. It never in this state has been- 
made a party question. It is not necessarily and 
naturally Democratic doctrine. I consider its in- 
troduc’ion an unfortunate mistake and a fire brand 
for evil, showing much more courage than discre­ 
tion. It means mischief, and cannut be sustained 
without a division of the party. 
The law known as the Sunday late having never, 
as to its policy, expediency and propriety, been gen- 
erallv discussed before the people, was improperly 
brought before the Convention. 
If the repeal of said law is persisted in as Demo­ 
cratic doctrine during the coining campaign, |tlie 
party will be divided, and if not beaten at the polls, 
will, in my judgment deserve defeat. 
_ That the law is not sumptuary, is not unconstitu­ 
tional, nor unjust, ncr oppressive, nor fanatical, nor 
unwise ; but, on the contrary, I maintain that it to 
the reverse of all this—a wiae, conservative aud just 
law, which, if properly enforced, will be found 
among our laws newt efficient in promoting the 
peace, prosperity and happiness of the whole people, 
and that it should not be repealed. 
There will be found no difficulty in enforcing a 
constitutional conservative law when the people 
mare fully understand its object and its advantages. 
'Iliat no class of people are materially injured by 
the observance of the Lilnday law except the saloon­ 
keepers, and they have no right to complain of the 
law to close up and give peace on election days and 
Sundays.

W a s h in g t o n , J u ly 1 4 th .—B y a large m a­ 
jority the Senate am endm ents to the general 
deficiency bill were non-concurred in. 
T ow nthend characterized as a ealary-grab 
th e item of $33,000 for the paym ent of m ile­ 
age to Senators who attended the special ses- 
aioa of the Senate O ctober 10. 1881, and the 
am endm ent was non-concurred in. 
A debate ensued on the am endm ent creat­ 
ing a Board of A udit of the F irst and Second 
C ontrollers of the T reasury and the U nited 
S tates Treasurer, to whom are to be referred 
all the expenses atten d an t upon the sickness, 
d eath and burial of P resident Garfield. 
B ’ackburn of K entucky characterized the 
action of the Senate in addicg this am end­ 
m en t as bordering very close on the insolent, 
and an infringem ent of the dignity cf the 
H ouse—an attem p t to accom plish an end by 
■nrreptition. 
T he speaker delivered a eulogy 
on the character of G rrfield, and then pro­ 
ceeded to characterize the course of the P resi­ 
d en t’s physicians aud other claim ants in severe 
term s, and pointed out th a t ne provision was 
m ade for pvy for Surgeon-General Barnes, 
Surgeon W oodw ard or D r. Townsend. 
A ll 
claim s should be rem itted to the C ourts for 
ascertainm ent of their justice. H e denounced 
the claim s of (he doctors as frauds. 
T aylor of Ohio said there was no question 
of steal about the m atter. The doctors would 
no t accept the solution of the question pro­ 
posed by th e Senate, and M rs. Garfield 
w ould not perm it the claim s cf the doctors t) 
be litigated. 
H e proceeded to rt hearse the 
old rum ors about m alpractice, private ad­ 
vices of the P resident’s tru e condition to 
W ail street gam blers, the chief physician 
crow ding out the others, and closing w ith the 
quotation, “ P ardon me, thou piece of bleed­ 
ing earth, th a t I am m eek and gentle w ith 
these butchers.” 
H iscock deprecated the discussion. 
Finally, after m uch m< ra talk, a vote was 
taken, and the Senate am endm ent was non­ 
concurred in—ayes 78, noes 82. 
T aylor of Ohio then asked and obtained 
unanim ous consent to report a bill directing 
th e Secretary of the T reasury to p*y to the 
widow of the late P resident G arfield $50,000, 
lees any sura paid to him on account of his 
S a la ry a3 President. 
T he bill was read and paesed unanim ously. 
T he H use w ent into Com m ittee of the 
W hole on the Senate am endm ents to the 
riv er and harbor bill, b u t as the am endm ents 
w ere not priuted th e com m ittee rose, and 
th ey were or iered printed. 
T he bill to refer all claim s and dem ands 
against the G overnm ent to th e C ourt of 
C laim s for investigation was passed, also the 
bill for the relief of certain citizsns of T en­ 
nessee. 
T ne H ouse then took a rece3?. 
A t the evening session the House agreed to 
th e Senate am endm ent to the H ouse bill 
g ranting a pension to A ugust M iller. 
Pension bills were passed to the num ber of 
forty, am ong them the Senate bill granting 
an increase of the pension to the widow of 
G e " pral r up*er.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


PROBABLY A CASE OF MURDER 


COURT INSTITUTION AND BANQUET. 


The young girl who was so cruelly beaten 
in a house of ill-fame on Second street by a 
man named George Wilson, is lying at the 
point of death. The attending pbyaiciaus 
Bay that her chances of recovery are very 
small. Her condition, and the brutal man­ 
ner in which she was beaten, has attracted a 
great deal of attention. The man who did 
the brutal dead lies in a cell in the city prison. 
Last evening a reporter investigated the mat­ 
ter, and finds the following to be about the 
facts of the case : George Wilson, a large 
and powerful man, entered the room c ccu- 
pitd by'the unfortunate girl, and because she 
would not do as he desired he struck 
and felled her to the door. 
Then in 
the most brutal manner he kicked her a 
number of times in the abdomen. From the 
time that the inhuman wretch felled her with 
a stuuniug blow of his fist the girl has been 
in convulsions. For only a few moment* at 
a time does she regain consciousness. Yes­ 
terday she thought death was near, and call­ 
ing her friends to her bedside she desired to 
tnake a dying statement. Chief cf Police 
Karcher and City Attorney Anderson were 
sent f >r. They thought best, under the cir­ 
cumstances of the case, to take an ante- 
mortem statement. 
The statement was 
taken, and the girl, wi o thought she was 
dying, signed it. Ju^t after the statement 
was taken Wilson was brought into the 
room. The girl screamed, caught hold of the 
person standing by her bedside, and cried. 
“ Don’t let him kick m e!” The prisoner 
stood silent, uttered not a word, but trembled 
like an aspen leaf. 
The following is the anti-mortem state­ 
ment : My name is Clemy W ard. I am 
19 years of age, and wa? born in San Fran­ 
cisco. My parent* reside there now. Mv 
father’s name is Michael W ard. I am cer­ 
tain I cannot live, and will die from the 
effects of my injuries. I know that it is im­ 
possible for me to recover. I am now, and 
have been since the first, suffering greatly. 
It was in a little house, No. 1120, Second 
street, where I was assaulted. About 4 
o’clock a man, with two others, came in. The 
man that assaulted me offered me money, and 
I would not accept it. Because I did not accept 
his coin and submit to his desires he kicked me 
in the stomach. He kicked me the second 
time, and when I fell he kicked me on the 
arm. I am not acquainted with nor do I 
know the names of the men who were with 
him. One of the men remarked to me that 
the man wan ail right, and that he would 
treat me well. 
A nti-D zbris M eeting.—Yesterday at 2 
o’clock r. m. the Executive Committee of the 
anti-Debris Association met at the Hall cf 
Records in this city.

AN ANIMAL TAMBR'S MISHAP. 
One‘of Sacramento’s police force is a man 
of a zoological turn of minri. He has at 
different times owned bears, foxes, monkeys, 
squirrels, ’possums, deer, beaver and other 
animals. He is also something of a pisci­ 
culturist, and has done much toward the 
stocking of cur mountain streams and lakes 
with fish. He understands how to handle 
aud tame all kinds of wild animals, aud in 
such matters among his friends is considered 
authority. A few days’ since his friend 
Corbin W3S presented with a besotitul 
specimen of a coyote. The animal was savage 
and endeavored to bite all that came within 
its reach. The proprietor of Woodward’s 
Gardens, San Francisco, hearing of the 
animal, wrote the owner that he would give 
$50 for the varmint delivered in San Fran­ 
cisco. In order to send it below Corbin 
wished to put a collar and chain upon it. No 
one dared to try to put che collar on, so the 
zoological gentlemau was sent for. He said, 
“ Ob, that's nothicg ; cim e on, I’ll show you 
how to do it.” He made a grab for the 
coyote acd caught him by the neck, just back 
of the ears, and held him firmly. The savage 
beast could not escape the vice-like grip of 
the policeman. He would stroke the coyote 
on the back and say, “ He’s a nice animal, he 
wouldn’t bite anybody.” The collar proved 
to be too small and had to be taken back to 
the harness maker to be enlarged. The boy 
that took the collar to have it made larger 
got into a game of marbles and forgot to come 
back. The pisciculturist was in a bad pre­ 
dicament. He dare not let go of the infuri­ 
ated beast, for if he did so be was sure of 
being severely bitten. His grip on the beast 
began to tell on him. He was in a bad posi­ 
tion, and how to get out of it he did not 
know. Finally he let go of the coyote and 
msde a spring for a ladder near by. After he 
had ascended the ladder several rounds he 
looked back and saw the coyote lying dead in 
the yard. Upon examination Corbiu fjund 
the coyote had been dead fully twenty min­ 
utes—choked to death—and he proposes suing 
tne detective for $50 damages, the price of 
the coyote. The officer says he did not meau 
to “ choke the critter.”

All two year-olds, when run­ 
ning in their classes, shall carry 100 pounds, 
with the usual allowance for mares and geld­ 
ings. All three-year-olds, when running in 
their classes, to carry 110 pounds, with the 
usual allowances as above.

FROGS AS FOOD. 


t h e h i s t o b y or t h i b d a i n t y d is h 
DETAILED. 


The Part of the Frog that la Good to Eat— 
How they Get him at the East— 
A Table Delicacy. 


[New York Prosa I 
The period is not very remote when our 
British ancestors, with practical unanimity, 
vented their national apleen in applying the 
term “ frog-eating Frenchmen” to their 
hereditary enemiea, and when the intenseat 
disgust for the creature was manifested by 
them, not only when it was viewed as an 
edible article, but even as it was seen set­ 
ting unconsciously comfortable in the dark 
shadow of a morasa or in the tall grass 
aloug the banka of a stream that watered 
some marshy meadow. 
The progressive 
spirit of the present, however, nas con­ 
quered in a large measure the senseless 
prejudice of tbe past, aud now the eye of 
the British or American epicure falls upon 
no object with a more notable gleam of 
satisfaction than on the big fat batrschian, 
whether he be encased in the homely skin 
beneath which nature has seen tit to hide 
his delicate tiesh and fair proportions, or 
swimming in tbe delicious cream gravy with 
which the accomplished chef de cuisine an- 
noints him preparatory to his appearance 
upon the table of a first-class restaurant. 
There seeme to be a remarkable coinci­ 
dence 
between 
the 
consumption of 
the frog as an article of diet and 
and the march of civilization. 
The 
polished nations of Southern 1.urope were 
the first to appreciate the delicate delic­ 
iousness of frog meat, and it was only 
after the lapse of centuries that the ruder 
nations of the North learnod to prefer this 
dainty viand above their grosser diet of 
roast pork and beef. Probably nothing has 
militated against the popularity of the frog 
more than the harsh resonance of his 
voice. From the earliest times he has 
been regarded with aversion '»n account of 
his vocal peculiarities. 
Kven Horace 
whose epicurean tastes and love of good 
wine and good things generally, have ren­ 
dered him the poet laureate of gourmets, 
complains of the “ frogs of the marshes 
who turn away slumber," aud the French 
themselves, under the feudal regime, com­ 
pelled their villains to beat the waters of 
their castle ditches, night and morning, to 
drive away 
“ THE DUTCH NIGHTINGALES,” 
As the frogs are sometimes called on the 
Continent of Kurope. Then again the per­ 
sonal appearance of the frog is against him, 
and the slimy reccssss of his accustomed 
haunts cauBe the fastidious to shudder even 
when he is transported to the kitchen and 
relieved of his uncleanness. Despite these 
disadvantages from a dietary point of view, 
the frog has a distinguished place in the 
literature and history of the world, having 
amoDg other honors that of being men­ 
tioned in the scriptures. Holy Writ tells 
that he w?i regarded as a plague by the 
Egyptians, who evidently had not been 
educated up to the point of eating him, and 
therefore did not know what to do with 
him. He was also a favorite of the fable 
writers of olden time, who represented him 
in various lights, sometimes wise, some­ 
times foolish, bat even when he is at the 
worst it is weakness rather than wicked­ 
ness that he is accused of. In or.e instance, 
with a weakness almost humaD, he sighs 
for a kinc, and when the good-natured cods 
threw him one of the modern sort, a King 
Log, he kept on sighing until he got a thor­ 
oughgoing king of the stork kind, wtio ate 
him up as an instance of his paternal re­ 
gard. I.ater on in the course of time the 
frog appears in the nursery ditty, where the 
story of his persistence in wooing, despite 
his mothers prohibition, and the disastrous 
-consequences which ensued, are pathetic­ 
ally told. 
SCIENCE AND FROGS* 
It was not, however, until science took 
hold of him that the frog tasted the essence 
of true glory (it is presumed that they did 
not like the’ taste). When science began 
to awaken after its long sleep one of the 
first things it did was to tackle tbe frog, 
and it has been engaged with him ever 
since. What has not been doDe to him is 
limited to the range of things impossible to 
do. He has been dissected, microseoped, 
electrilied, tlayed alive aud otherwise in­ 
vestigated until he has become a recog­ 
nized essential to a scientific stock in trade. 
In the biological laboratory of the Johns 
Hopkins University a short frog crop occa­ 
sions as much dismay as a failure of the 
wheat cron would on ’Change. Several 
years ago the intensely cold weather com­ 
pelled the university to send to Florida for 
its frocs, and one of the fellows was heard 
to lament the scarcity of the supply, seem­ 
ing to regard this as the main evil conse­ 
quent upon the severity of the winter. It 
is hut just to the scientist to state that he 
always divides the sensory nerve of the 
spinal cord, leaving the motor nerve in­ 
tact, before commencing the operations, 
thereby, as it is claimed, relieving the frog 
from any suffering while having his skiu 
taken of or his heart exposed to view. 


TH E FROG ON TH E TABLE. 
After such a varied history as this, it is 
bat natural that the frog shquld make his 
appearauce upon the table as an article of 
food. The demand for frogs has already 
increased at the restaurants aud hotels in 
American cities during the past ten years. 
The season for them extends from about 
the middle of May to the iniddlo of July, 
and during that time from IS,000 to 20,000 
are consumed in the City of Baltimore 
alone. They are principally obtained from 
professional hunters, who visit their haunts 
with shot-guns and game b-g», ki 1 skin 
and dresB them and bring them to tfte 
hotels and restaurantB for sale. Only the 
I irger 3¡ze is brought in by the hunters. 
The early supply is obtained from Fuila- 
delphia, where the gunners shoot the small 
frogs as well as the large. Tne fact is due 
to the custom in Philadelphia of seiviug 
frogs fricasseed, in which case size is of 
no importance, while in Baltimore it is 
U3ual to Berve them by the plate, fried, 
either plain or dressed with cream 
gravy. 
The frogs sell at from 20 to 30 
cents apiece at tbe restaurants, with bread 
•ani butter, etc. The demand is sometimes 
ao great that there is much difficulty in 
meeting it. The fair sex are generally 
strongest in their prejudices against frog- 
eating. Their lords not unfrequentiy de- 
ceivs them into partaking of the frog by 
"the old joke of pretending that it is chick­ 
en. After having eaten them and perceived 
the daintiness of the meat, their prejudices 
vanish, and if, as is sometimes the case, the 
small bay who hunts the frog with the 
stick and basket, and sells them w ith their 
skins on in all their natural repulsiveness 
of appearance, rings tho door-bcll and 
-offers frogs for sale, the housewife not un­ 
frequentiy consents to purchase, but when 
the basket lid is lifted and the contents 
displayed, the old horror returns with its 
old force, aud the shudder that follows 
closes the clasp of the purse that was half 
opened, and the disappointed boy is turned 
away to seek another customer, 


EASILY DIGESTED. 
The meat of the frog is delicate, nutri­ 
tious and readily digested ; its food is corn­ 
nosed principally of insects, although the 
mammoth bullfrog is said to show its ap­ 
preciation for the good things of life by 
swallowing young ducks and goslings 
whole. When skinned it loses all of its 
repulsiveness, having a startling resem­ 
blance to a diminutive human frame. 
Whan winter comes tbe frog burins himself 
in t.ao soft mud at the bottom of a pool or 
marsh, and there remains until the return 
of spring. When he emerges from his hi­ 
bernation he immediately and considerately 
proceeds to fatten himself for the table of 
the epicure, and it is then that his troubles 
begin. If he stays in the watsr the pike 
threatens to swallow him up ; if he comes 
to the surface the stork pounces upon him ; 
if he quietly seats himself on the bank ut 
his marshy home, and contentedly contem­ 
plates the beauty of the bog in which he 
lives, fe runs the riek of being startled by 
She sharp report of a Bhotgun, and of sud­ 


denly finding himself raked fore and aft by 
a charge of No. 10 shot or the bullet of a 
rat-aua-cat rifle. There are quite a num­ 
ber of professional gunners who eke out a 
subsistence by shooting and killing frogs. 


TH E FROG SHOOTER, 
II" he is sufficiently expert to kill without 
lacerating the hind-quarters. will find the 
shotguD, loaded with No. 10 shot, the beet 
means of obtaining a good lot of lrogs, but 
tbe rat-and-cat rifle is the best weapon for 
use in the hands of an inexperienced 
sportsman, the 22-caliber cartridge being 
employed. An old mine bank, ice pond or 
other small lake is the best place for shoot­ 
ing, the frog when wouDded frequently es 
caping into the water beyond the reach of 
the pursuer. He will, however, come 
ashore in a short time, and where a body 
of water such as has been mentioned is se­ 
lected the gunuer can walk around it after 
wounding a frog, and on his next round 
will be apt to find the frog on the bank 
waiting for another shot. A crab net is 
also well calculated to assist in tne capture 
of game at points where bushes or rocks pre­ 
vent access to the place where the frog íh 
shot.It is impossible to mention all of the 
inethodB adopted in the capture of frogs. 
With the practice of fishing for them with 
red flannel for bait, the majority of people 
are familiar. On the Potomac fiats, near 
Washington, there are men who go out at 
night with lanterns, nets and game-bags to 
gather supplies for the restaurants. The 
demand in that city is very large, and 
frogs are frequently sent there from as far 
west as Michigan. 


T1IF. FROG AS A TABLE DELICACY 
Is growing in favor with Boston citizms, 
and all the leading hotels make it a promi­ 
nent feature of the cuisine. The principal 
market men and provision dealers have a 
supply constantly on hand, and the rare 
delicacy tindB a welcome placa on the 
tables of our aristocratic citizens in the 
Back Bay District. The skinned frogs are 
kept on the stalls in tin kettles, with ice 
around them to preserve them from spoil­ 
ing, and are readily sold at prices varying 
with their sizes. A big eight-inch frog 
readily sella for a quarter, and the de­ 
mand for them in tbe markets is said to be 
increasing at a pace commensurate with 
the growth of tbeir popularity at hotels 
and restaurants. 
There has bsen considerable discussion 
as to whether or not any part except the 
hind legs of the frog was proper to be 
eaten, but as there is nothing but Bkin on 
any part but the hind legs, the discussion 
seems to be a waste of words. So far as 
the other meat is concerned there is no 
reason whatever why as much of it as is to 
be found should not be eaten as of tbe hind 
legs. The frog breathes not only by means 
of his lungs, but also through his skiu. It 
is, therefore, necessary for him to keep 
near the water to moisten his cnticle, as a 
fish moistens his gills. 
The frog has no ribs, and is therefore 
unable to breathe by alternate expansions 
and contractions of his cbest. He first 
swallows the air, and then shuts his mouth 
to force it into the lnngs. If a frog’s mouth 
is held open he is soon suffocated. For 
this reason a desert is as much a bar to his 
progress as an ocean, and although tbe rep­ 
resentatives of one or more of the 440 spe­ 
cies into which the frog family is divided 
are found in almost every locality from 
within the Arctic circle to the equator, the 
dry, sandy plains are everlastingly doomed 
to the absence of his melodious voice, his 
delicious meat, and the sport he affords to 
the gunner. 


THE QUAIL 
How the Mother Quail Brings Up Her 
Brood. 
[-an Jose Mercury.] 
Those persons who have noticed the 
large Hocks of quails—apparently but a 
single brood—that are found in tbe summer 
ana autua n, have wondered how one bird 
conld baten such a number of young, or 
could provide for them when hatched. The 
explanation as to the number is often given 
that two or more birds have laid in the 
same neat, while it has been generally as­ 
sumed that the parents proportioned their 
dilligence ami assiduity t« the numbers de­ 
pendent upou them. The writer has several 
times had tbe opportunity of observing the 
course pursued by our valley quails, aud 
has been greatly interested in it. After 
pairing off in the spring the female quail 
selects some secluded place for her house­ 
keeping arrangements, and lays her eggs, 
varying in number from fifteen or twtnty 
to twice or thrice that number. The theory 
that two or more birds unite to produce 
the large broods seen is quite unnecessary, 
as we have seen a pair kept in a coop in 
which the hen laid seventy-five eggs with­ 
out showing any disposition to set. Prob­ 
ably in a wild state, and compelled to range 
for food, the production would be less ; 
bat we see no reason for supposing that 
under reasonably favorable surroundings 
one bird might not lay three or four dozen 
eggs. 


TIIF. PLAGE SELECTED FOR TH E NEST 
Is usually some small cavity or depression 
in the soil, by the side of a stone, where 
some plant has been partially uprooted, or 
iu the track of an animal. The eggs are 
not distributed in a layer, as with domes­ 
tic fowls, but are piled one above another 
as they would be in a smail basket. Upon 
this oile of eggs the hen establishes her­ 
self, while her watchful lord stations him­ 
self upon some neighboring eminence—a 
fence, rock or tree—and looks out for in­ 
truders, occasionally relieving his spouse 
by covering the eggs while she is hunting 
a hasty lncaL For twenty-seven days the 
little bird keeps her patient vigil, and then 
comes her reward. A host of downy, 
bright-eyed, re Btless beauties s war in about 
her. A peculiar uote apprises the father 
of the event, and wild with excitement be 
Hies from bis perch to the nursery and 
back—bis every gesture and note betoken­ 
ing his enhanced importance and his anx­ 
iety. But a few honrs from the first 
symptoms of Ufe in the eggs till all of the 
brood are out, at least all that are to make 
a successful exit, and off starts the mother 
with her brood about her. What life there 
may yet be id the eggs remaining in the 
nest, what infants there may be still pick 
ing at their prúon walls, she does not con­ 
sider. Tne wants of those that are in 
sight, the hungry little ones a’-oat her, ab­ 
sorb her every faculty ; and as indifferent 
to what she may be leaving, as thoaghthey 
were pebbles and not 


H ER -STRUGGLING OFFSPRING, 
She starts with such as can follow, and 
those she leaves behind are left forever. 
And now comes tho explanation as to how 
this hungry horde is fed. A moment’s ob­ 
servation makes it plain. Each little quail 
doe3 his own foraging. Along walks the 
mother, with head erect and eye alert, for 
either food or danger, aud for a space of 
two or three yards on either side travel the 
covey. Everything that comes before the 
little quail that looks as though it might 
be food is picked up—seeds, bits of sticks, 
of leaves, gravel, Insects, and their eggs, 
small wonns—all are tested, and by some 
sense, as swift as it is unerring, the edible 
is swallowed and that which is not is 
dropped. Occasionally, by a scratch, the 
mother uncovers a bonanza of ants' eggs, 
seeds or small grabs, and with a cluck her 
brood are called to the treasure ; bat gen 
iiii 
.■eculiar to b fr m ij-ftm . 
Bhe keeps them within a tew leet oi tier- 
self as she takes her cautious and watchful 
I way. Fifteen or twenty minutes of this 
foraging, and with a ma.’velous apprecia­ 
tion of the feebleness of her brood, she 
calls them to her, and a half-hour siesta re­ 
news their vigor, and the maroh continues. 
And so on with intervals of feelL’ng and of 
rest, with a wider range and longei periods 
of foraging, as their B tr e n g th increases, she 
brines forward her progeny. 
From the 
first marvelously swift, in a very few da}? 
they make quite a flight, and are soon able 
to escape or elude most of their natural 
enemies. In nothing is 


T H E INSTINCT OF TH E MOTHER 
Quail more noticeable than in that which 
teaches her to abandon the few for the 
. security of the many. From the moment 
i when she walks awav from her half-hatched 


offspring, the same spirit guides all her 
movements and determines her every ac­ 
tion. Is one of her brood crippled or feeble, 
she makes for him ao delay. Her move­ 
ments conform to the capacity of the strong 
and the vigorous. To pause for the feeble 
is to peril the strong. Observe one of these 
waifs this inexorable mother leaves behind 
her under the shelter of a leaf, or a bunch 
of grass, you will find him in a slumber 
apparently as profound as that of death. 
I’ick him up aud a feeble struggle is all that 
shows h¡B consciousness. Lay him down 
and he will dart away for a few feet, and 
in a moment he is again sleeping as before. 
Mark the spot, and an hour later you will 
find him dead—that the little life so shortly 
run has passed away, as painlessly as that 
of a flower. And so, holdiDg together the 
strong and abandoning the feeble, the 
mother winnows out the weaklings of her 
brood. 
Each day, with a longer circuit 
and a wider range, is the teBt applied and 
the feeble abandoned, until only those 
equally strong, equally vigorous, remain. 
No more apt illustration of the modern 
doctrine of “ selection"—of the “ survival 
of the fittest”—can lie fouBd than in the 
career of a brood of young quails ; and this 
is why our hunters always find all the birds 
of a covey alike perfect, active and vigor- 


Thk W o r d o f a K h a n .—Hulaku, the 
grandson of the great Genghis Khan, ex­ 
ceeded even the first Caliphs in religious 
respect for the sanctity of his word, and it 
is Baid that he invariably refused to make 
a promise “ till the possibility of fulfilling 
it became absolutely Indubitable.” In the 
winter of 1257 he laid siege to the city of 
Bagdad, and, after planting his battering, 
rams, demanded an unconditional sur­ 
render, with the threat that both the 
Caliph and his subjects would be made to 
repent it if the gates were not opened be­ 
fore night. The defenders hesitated, but 
on the following day the Tartars erected a 
lofty gallows-tree, and the frightened 
Caliph preferred to come to terms. The 
magnificence of his gifts seemed to soften 
the heart of the conqueror, for the ominous 
scaffold was removed ; but, after a private 
consultation with his captains, Hulaku 
concluded that, after all, something or 
other must be doDe to redeem his word. 
So, after enjoying the hospitality of the 
Caliph for a day or two, they marched him 
to headquarters, and, instead of hanging 
him, sewed him up in a leathern bag and 
dragged him across-lota till “ every joint 
and bone in his body was pounded as in a 
mort arand, instead of burning the in­ 
habitants with their city, they brained 
eight hundred thousand of them, and flung 
them into the Tigris, till the river was ac­ 
tually choked with corpses. 
Andrew 
Crichton (History of Arabia, vol. ii., p. 45) 
adds that the number of the slain did not 
even include the victims of the neighbor­ 
ing villages! 


C h ic k e n a la C r e m e.—Take a pair of 
chickens, clean and cut them up as for a 
fricassee. Slice a small onion, add a small 
bunch of summer savory, tied, that it may­ 
be taken out easily, a very little salt ; put 
in a saucepan, cover with boiling water, 
stew slowly until done. Then make a 
thickening of cream or milk and flour, 
seasoning with butter, pepper and salt, boil 
together a few minutes. Have ready baked 
some cream crust; it should be rolled thin, 
cut in squares and laid on the dish ; on 
this pour the chicken and gravy, and serve 
while hot. Cream crust is the least ob­ 
jectionable cu st made. Take either sour 
or sweet cream, and stir in as much sifted 
flour as will make a stiff paste, and add a 
little salt ; if the cream is sour dissolve in 
it some soda in the proportion of a tea­ 
spoonful to a pint of cream; it sweet cream, 
one half as much soda ; mold this as little 
as possible. 


G um bo So u p.— Cut up one chicken as 
for a fricassee, fry a light brown with two 
slices of bacon. Put tbe chicken in a soup 
pot, pour on three quarts of boiling water, 
add one onion, a little bunch of sweet 
herbs, simmer gently three hours, strain 
off the liquor, take off the fat ; return to 
the kettle, cut the chicken up in small 
pieces, add to the liquor also a tea cup of 
okra cut up in pieces, aud one table-spoon 
of rice. Boil all au hour. Just before 
serving add a glass of wine and a dozen 
oysters with their juice. This soup should 
be made in a porcelain kettle and stirred 
with a wooden spoon ; otherwise the okra 
becomes discolored.
